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The tracks were difficult and dangerous, but 
the roads soon made a great alteration in the 
way of life. In 1754, the first post-chaises 
entered the dale country, and carriers’ carts 
and followed. The first stage-coach 
appeared in 1763, drawn by six horses. It ran 
from Edinburgh to London Edinburgh pro 
fessors of that year prophesied that one of the 
results of travel at the new, terrible swift pace 
would be apoplexy. 

The manufacture of woollen cloth sent the 
dales manufacturers farther and farther afield, 
but the manufacture of woollen goods in the 
home still went on, and each housewife was an 
expert knitter of the famous grey-blue woollen 
stockings. The weavers wove the wool into 
duffel grey for the men and russet for the women. 
Wool for finer work was combed in the ingle 
nook, and the wool-comber was one of the key 
men of the community. Next to him in order 
of value was the maker of wooden platters and 
dishes, usually an itinerant who tramped the 
dales and turned wooden utensils to order 
The travelling tailor was also equally welcome 
and important, and, with the more frequent 
use of flax, was in great favour with the women 
for spinning finer attire.

Thus Stafford 
which it has been longest known, has reverted to 
those social-political purposes for which it was long 
famous and for which it 1s undoubtedly the best 
of any surviving in the capital. In acquiring and 
decorating York House, Granville Leveson 
Gower, Ist Marquess of Stafford (created Duke 
of Sutherland in 1833), was instigated by the 
aristocratic Whig tradition by which many of the 
functions now sustained (if at all) by the State 
such as the entertainment of foreign dignitaries, 
the leading of public taste and opinion, and the 
informal discussion of affairs—were customarily 
performed by prominent subjects in their private 
capacity. There were in London, a century ago, 
as many, and in their way notable, private palaces 
for these purposes as in Continental capitals 
Devonshire, Chesterfield, Spencer, Lansdowne, 
Hertford, Apsley, Bridgewater and, last but not 
least, Dorchester House. Four of these were 
wantonly demolished between the wars, and the 
preservation of the remainder is grudged by some. 
Stafford House was the most noted for brilliant 
receptions, through which the liberalism of its 
owners was furthered in settings that para 
doxically reproduced the glitter of Venice and 
Versailles.

WINE-GRAPES AND 


ATHER more than a year ago we decided 
R to make our Kentish vineyard pay for 
itself, not by selling wine, which is illegal 
without a licence and which in any case we are 
not ready to do, but by planting a commercial 
rhe idea was inspired 
by a gratifying noticed in the 
vineyard soil, a brick earth clay formerly very 
poor in humus, The improvement which sug 
gested the possibility of a double harvest was 
due to constant cultivation and, equally import 
ant, to the mere presence of the vines The 
latter have shed their leaves, and the un 
ripen d parts of their stems, during five autumns

The vines are, in short, bringing up sus

ACCESS TO THE COUNTRYSIDE 


By W. J. WESTON 


QO NTRYSIDE is to be interpreted here 
( in a Narrow sense It is not the pasture 

A and cornfields and th pleasant village 
of the plain that the National Parks and Acce 
to the Countryside Act, 1949, contemplates 
It is rather the rugged uplands, of the Pennine 
Way, of Snowdon, and the Cumbrian heights 
the cliffs that stand against the buffets of the 
Atlantic waves, the tracts of moorland where 
the mountain sheep find a spare sustenance 
Access to the first is easy and by ways estab 
lished in days beyond the memory of men: b 
these immemorial ways 

In farm and field through all the shine 

The ve heholds the heart lesive. 

Access to the second was by precarious and 
hittle-trod path 
till in these latter times the habit grew among 
us of taking a strenuous holiday by the exploring 


invariably involving trespass 


of the wilder beauties of our country 

lo cater for these seekers and fortunate 
finders —of recreation in Our Own open air, the 
Act created the National Parks 
and one among the many and varied duti 
delegated to the Commission is the duty of 
improving existing public paths and linking 


Commission 


them up by the provision of new ones \ 
National Park is designated by the Com 
mission after consultation with — the local 
authorities in the proposed Park area and sub 
ject to confirmation by the Minister. What 
more paths are needed to make the area really 
accessible Ihe Commission asks a Rural Dis 
trict Council to seek from a landowner an 
assignment of land for the path There may 
be reasons peculiar to one owner's land, even of 
an open moor, that make him reluctant to assign. 
Is he vet obliged to do so? In all but the 
rarest instances the answer cannot but be ves 
The owner may, indeed, ask that certain restric 
tions shall be imposed upon the land he aSSILZNS 
and the authority may consent. When, how 
ever, a voluntary agreement cannot be reached 
the local authority applies to the Minister for 
an Access Order: and the Minister considering 
the land to be really requisite to achieve 


the purpose of Parliament and after weighing 
what the owner says, makes the Order. This 
secures the path, possibly with some restrictions 
that the landowner thinks desirable. There are 
general restrictions, too, imposed by the Act 
itself. There is to be no driving of vehicles on 
the land: the path is a foot-way and bridle-way 
only; though the cyclist, even the motorist, is 
prepared to hazard its perils, the path is not for 
him. Nor is there to be any lighting of fires to 
cook meals, or any pitching of tents on the path; 
the Act empowers local authorities to provide 
accommodation and meals, and to arrange for 
camping sites A mone, compensation 1s to be 
paid to a landowner if the making of the Order 
takes from the value of his land. He must wait 
a while, though wait till what has happened 
during the first five years of access shows what, 
if any, loss the land has suttered That any 
substantial loss should result is most unlikely, 

Phe Access Order having been issued, these 
effects follow. The landowner is under a restraint 
that may be a little irksome, in imagination 
rather than in reality, perhaps. He may not 
carry out on his land any work that will greatly 
fetter the freedom of access. And the Order 
changes the status of the visitors. Before its 
issue they were trespassers to be challenged and 
ordered oft: after its issue they become licensees 
having a limited right upon the land. The 
limitation is that they enter upon the land only 
for the purpose ot open-air rec reation:; they use 
the path provided only for the purpose of pas 
sage and repassage. They observe the restric- 
tions, both the general and any special restric- 
tions. and they are careful not to break or 
damage wall, fence, hedge, or gate. Ifa visitor, 
a-foot or on horseback, ignores his obligation to 
do these things—he is a very unusual, very 
stupid visitor that will do so—he becomes again 
a trespasser. The National Parks Commission 
has published a code of conduct to which visitors 
may be expected to conform; but, quite apart 
from the Code, one hopes and believes that few 
visitors to the countryside lack the knowledge 
of decent behaviour.

Sir,—-In a letter in COUNTRY LIFE on 
March 28, 1952, the late Lord Powis 
stated that the famous

SIR The appearance of bog oak on 
the surface of peat fenlands (October

A DISTRESSED LIBERAL 


Another diarist on the Continent 
forty vears after Boswell, was Bertie 
Greatheed, who remained in Paris. His 
journal An Englishman in Paris, 1803 
Bles, 21s.) is now published for the 
first time 

Greatheed was a well-to-do man 
who lived in that often painted and 
photographed house, Guy’s Cliffe, 
near Warwick. He had a son, also 
Bertie, who was a promising painter 
and the purpose of the journey was 
that this young man should become 
acquainted with the artistic loot that 
Napoleon had swept from all over 
Europe into the Louvre After 


returning home I sauntered down to 
the Seine and saw them unloading, and 
drawing into the Louvre, large cases 
of pictures or statues, of which there 
are great quantities in barges still to be 
housed Poor Italy ! How does this 
ditter from the plunder of banditti 
but in the magnitude of it 

Paris was full of English people 
taking advantage of the Peace of 
Amiens It was but an interlude 
before the diary ends Greatheed and 
his wife and son are prisoners-ot-wat 
on parole. They were treated toler 
antly enough and were at last per 
mitted to cross. the border into 
Germany, still on parole. Greatheed 
was on familiar terms with Junot and 
other marshals, and with Napoleon 
mother, and this stood the family in 
good stead 

That, then, is the moment whi 
the journal records—the moment of 
growing tension and final rupture of 
the peace. It is a moment that has 
been amply documented = already 
but it is worth considering it again 
as it appeared to an Englishman of 
hom it was written that ‘he was a 
courageous Liberal at a time when 
Liberalism was not so safe as at 
present’ and who found Liberalism 
in France in a sorry state Poor 
France ! You have leaped over liberty 
indeed, and left it as far behind as it 
Was before you os The French had 
proved — themselves neither — wise 
enough nor virtuous enough to be 
free I see no exultation in any clas 
of society, no pride in any advantage 
obtained, no popularity in any man 
Sonaparte has given them quict, and 
they wanted quiet. He has an army, 
and they obey him.” 


THE ENGLISH COMMUNITY 


But political observation has not 
much part in the book Seeing that 
the younger Bertie’s education in art 
was the purpose of the journey, there 
is much about pictures and about the 
boy's painting and drawing. (He wa 
destined to die a few years later, hi 
promise unfulfilled.) There is a lot o 


f 
moving about in “society which 
bores the writer to tears, visits to the 
opera, the theatres, the shops There 
are glimpses of Napoleon Junot 
lalleyrand and other notables of the 
moment There are the English in 
Paris, whom he finds disagreeable 

There is certainly a distance, a 
reserve, an insolence, among us, but 
chiefly with the women, which I have 
not been able to perceive among 
foreigners, and which makes them shy 


and fearful of each other and disagree 
able to the rest of the world. Then the 
system of knowing or not knowing as 
it happens to suit the convenience of 
the moment, of being now warm, now 
cold, now intimate friends, now total 
strangers, is beyond all contempt.’ 

Altogether, it is the book of a 
man who is killing time and 1s anxious 
to be home again in a small society 
where ‘each person plays a consider 
ible part, is known and rated as he 
deserves In the large metropolis 
pleasures are derived from the mass 
not from the individual So I do not 
vonder that rich fools love populous 
cities.”
